Tlie InJuncUon restrained the un- 
ion fre«n "InlcrterLng with thebui- 
Itieis of the pliUtitltC . . . by pick- 
eting, threawnlng prospective pas- 
Acngcrs who. nre members of other 
Unions wlUi lines . . . bj- Interfer- 
ing with drivers ... and by per- 
mitting the. nnmc of the plaintiff 
to remnln~upan the 'unfair list' of 
the Central Labor CottncU of Poca- 
tello."
